HOUSING 


On  completion  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  in  1954,  it  was  evident  after 
examining  the  summary  of  categorisation  that  a realistic  housing  problem 
existed  within  the  district.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  ia  1954  t'  o Council  has  been  actively  engaged  in  tackling  the 
problem  either  : - 

(a)  By  official  representations  under  the  Housing  Acts  of  1936  and  1957* 

(b)  By  encouraging  owners  to  carry  out  necessary  repair  and  improvement 
work  to  sub-standard  properties  if  it  was  doomed  that  those 
properties  could  be  brought  up  to  a standard  at  a realistic  cost. 

In  the  case  of  (a)  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  a considerable  number 
of  properties  - even  though  formally  represented  have  been  converted, 
improved  and  repaired  to  provide  adequate  housing  accommodation  of  the 
r o c uir  o d st  andar d . 

A review  of  the  efforts  made  to  date  end  reported  to  the  Council  during 
the  year  indicated  conclusively  that  a reasonable  degree  of  success  had  been 
obtained. 

The  figures  show  that  roug  ly  90#  of  the  domestic  dwellings  categorised 
in  Grade  5 have  one  way  or  anot  or  bo.n  successfully  dealt  with.  Of  the 

40  outstanding  properties  that  require  attention  a number  are  unoccupied 
some  of  which  are  rapidly  becoming  derelict.  Of  the  371  properties  which 

have  been  dealt  with  officially,  142  have  been  brought  up  t>.  standard  with 
or  without  grant  aid.

Although,  understandably,  not  quite  as  : opulajt?  as  discrcti “nary  grants, 
many  property  owners  who  perhaps  could  not  afford  to  do  all  the  work  laid 
down  in  the  discretionary  grant  twelve  point  standard,  have  resorted  to 
standard  grant  schemes.  To  date  128  of  these  schemes  h .ve  boon  considered 
and  approved,  115  h .ve  been  completed , 8 wore  under  way  and  2 wore  waiting 
commencement . 


Owners,  to  whom  standard  grants  ha.ve  been  paid  can,  if  they  so  wish, submit 
a further  schema  for  a discretionary  grant  at  a later  date.  Accordingly, 

if  an  owner  wishes  to  tackle  a,  project  in  two  stages,  he  could  start  with 
a St  end  rd  Gr  nt  and  finish  with  a Discretionary  Grant. 

In  all  407  pr--- parties  ha.ve  bee  recatogorised  to  a higher  grade  as  a result 
of  those  ‘'T-xt  aided  schemes.
